Alberta Farm Loan Act 

War conditions and unforseen 
developements incident thereto 
have prompted the Provincial 
Government to make n state- 
ment of the situation with re- 
spect to the operation of the 
Farm Loan Act. 

The Act was passed in April 
lnst and the matter of bringing 
it into operation has been con- 
stantly before the Government. 
It will be remembered that up 
to that time the United States 
had not entered the war and 
that the American market was 
then open tothe world for bor- 
rowing purposes. As svou,how- 
ever, as the Uuited States join- 
ed the Allies, her markets were 
closed to outside borrowers with

Many farmers could produce 
pork more economically. than 
they are now doing. Instead of 
selling off the last bacon hog 
this senson, the farmer should 


. keep one or two of the best sows 


for breeding. It will cost but 
littlé to winter them;in fact,they 
ave best kept in thrifty coudi- 
tion when not too fat. Next 
spring, arrangements shouid be 
made to have an outdoor run 
for the pigs during the summer. 
A small field of clover, or au 
acre or two sown to rape or oats 
and vetches would be an excell- 
ent ‘and economical 
raise pigs. The green feed,sup- 
plemented by a little grain, aud 
plenty of clean water will pro- 
duce thrifty pigs and grow them 
cheaply toa size ready for quick 
finishing with a heavier grain 
vation in the autuiny, 

One promieut writer in the 
United States goes so far as to 
say that the supply of fats wall 
be the deciding factor in the 
war. Certainly it is essential 
that immediate steps be taken 
to inerenase the production of 
pork in Oanada, Some farmers

| Farmer Living Near Medicine Hat 
to Pay Penalty for Crime 


After one of the most sensational 
as well as one of the longest crimin- 
al trials ever conducted in a Cana- 
dian court, Adam Neigel, a farmer 
living near Medicine Hat was con- 
victed of tlie murder of his wife 
Clara Neigel by poisoning and he 
was sentenced by Mr. Justice Hynd- 
man to be hanged on March 22, 

The evidence against Neigel was 
wholly circumstantial, there being no 
direct proof-that he had any poison 
or that he administered it to his 
|wife. The circumstances: proven in 
evidence showed that he must have 
jgiven her the sttychnine in a glass 
of whiskey which Neigel admitted 
giving her. Witnesses who saw her 
die described symptoms that corres- 
ponded almost identically with those 
of strychnine poisoning. Other wit- 
nesses swore that Neigel told them 
he had poisoned his wife and the 
chemical analysis of the stomach 
showed the -presence of strychnine. 
Coupled with these facts was the 
evidence of witnesses that Neigel 
had been having illicit relations with 
another woman, who it happened 
was one of the witnesses who saw 
Clara Neigel dic. The defence held 
that she swore as she did against

Nor is 
there any reason to believe that Ger- 
many is calling in her submarines for 
any particular purpose. 

Putting two and two together, 
many an expert has learned at the 
loss of his reputation, does not al- 
ways tnake four in this war, And it 
is true that Mr. Hay qualifies his 
revelation of the contra-submarine 
with “the element of chance.” But 
he has. revived an idea consigned to 
limbo long ago by the British navy 
—that a submarine can fight a sub- 
marine. 

Less than two weeks ago Simon 
lLake of Bridgeport, Conn.,' made. the 
junqualified statement that. it was ab- 
solutely impossible to beat the sub- 
imarine.

“He was Hot camou for at 
the time it was a well aoe fact 
that as far as subniarines were con- 
cerned Germany was a third class 
power. When the war began Ger- 
many had only 25 submarines in 
commission and only a half dozen 
Krupp-Germania type afd von Tir- 
pitz explained apologeticall that 
explained almost apologetieally that 
they had been built for experimental 
purposes. 

“Considering her limitations,” Mr. 
Hay declares, “Germany could only 
have had 200 submarines in commis- 
sion last May. Hf all her public and 
private shipyards are being given ex- 
clusively to the building of submar- 
ines Germany’ can only build 100 
submarines every six months. Most 
Of these have been 800 to 1,000 tons 
displacement. Several groups of 1,-

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Final Appeal Judge 
Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
clares it is Essential that there shall be No 
Diminution in Agricultural Production.

Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first test case brought before him, as Central 
\ppeal Judze (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- . ‘ 
‘ion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
‘ree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 


. 
fecision of Local Tribunal, Ontario, No. 421, which | 
vefused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to : 
be an experienced farm hand, who had been working Fe 


on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 
be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the earry- 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the provisions of the Military: Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : ‘ 


“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country. and under the present conditions, there 
should be no diminution in agricultural production. 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, Bly 
but actually is deficient. 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
plicant, a competent person, who had been ~habitually ‘ 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it: 
s 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as cviiczessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor toa class. The sole 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble i 
shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- tes 
ed) that leads the State to take men hy compulsion and 7 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be 
kent at home who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State toomaintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 4 
others n-t within the c'>ss called out.” >
